week, the fourth week of the 60- 
day session. 
The senate has three bills 
ready for debate. 
One non-controversial meas­ 
ure which won unanimous com- 
rn i 11 e e support would cut 
the unemployment compensa­ 
tion tax rates of Missouri em­ 
ployers by about $20 million 
next year because reserves are 
more than adequate to pay ex­ 
pected claim s. 
Another would put Missouri 
among the 23 states which have 
ratified an amendment to the 
United States Constitution clari­ 
fying presidential succession. 
The third would change Jack­ 
son County Probate Court dis­ 
tricts to keep the work load be­ 
tween the downtown and the In­ 
dependence courthouses about 
the same as it is now.

WASHINGTON (AP) — Presi­ 
dent Johnson recommended to 
Congress today a far-reaching 
program he said is needed to 
protect the American consumer 
in the market place. 
Specifically, he renewed his 
request of two years ago for 
what he described as effective 
laws on lending and packaging. 
“ We can protect both the con­ 
sumer and the overwhelming 
majority of businessmen from 
the minority of producers who 
would compete unfairly and in­ 
fringe the rights of the consum­ 
er and their fellow business­ 
m en,'' Johnson said. 
“ We need reform in the cred­ 
it area and we should encourage 
states to enact legislation 
to 
correct abuses. 
“ We need such legislation ur­ 
gently. We can act wisely with­ 
out further delay.'' 
Both proposals are already 
before Congress with sponsors 
describing them as “ truth in 
packaging" and “ truth in lend­ 
ing'* m easures. 
Under legislation urged by 
Johnson m oneylenders, includ­ 
ing those who finance consum­ 
er purchases on time, would 
have to state the full cost of 
credit, simply and clearly, and 
state it before any contract is 
signed. 
The proposal for packaging 
and labeling legislation would 
require that each package pro­ 
vide simple, direct, accurate in­ 
formation as to the nature and 
quantity of contents, including 
ingredients where this is impor­ 
tant. 
Johnson also recommended 
other steps to reinforce 
con-

SAIGON (AP) — The United 
States lost six more planes in 
widening American air opera, 
tions over North and South Viet 
Nam, a UJS. spokesman report­ 
ed today. Two fliers were killed, 
two captured and two others 
are missing, he said. 
In the ground w ar,about 3,000 
U.S. Marines launched two sep­ 
arate operations — Oregon and 
Texas — against Communist 
units near Hue and Quang Ngai 
City on the north coast. Attack­ 
ing under Marine jet strikes 
and artillery fire, the Leather­ 
necks reported killing 46 Viet 
Cong in ground attacks and pos­ 
sibly many more in air and ar­ 
tillery strikes in Operation Tex­ 
as at an Hoa, near Quang Ngai 
City. 
Marines in Operation Oregon, 
15 miles northwest of Hue, re­ 
ported killing 34 enemy troops 
in heavy fighting this morning. 
Marine casualties in 
both 
clashes—about 120 miles apart 
—were described as light. 
Near Saigon, the UJS. Stra­ 
tegic Air Command marked its 
20th anniversary by sending 
Guam-based B52 bombers over 
the Communist D-Zone strong­ 
hold 35 miles north of the capi­ 
tal to pound escape routes lead­ 
ing through the jungle to Cam­ 
bodia. 
In two other actions, South 
Vietnamese troops 
reported 
killing more than 225 Viet Cong. 
Government troops killed IOO 
Communists in a stiff fight at 
Vo Xu, a rice producing area 75 
miles northeast of Saigon that

“ I would like to make an open­ 
ing .statement. Publicly I would 
like to admit that Pm ashamed 
for several different reasons 
to be on this board for the ac­ 
tions that we have committed 
this year.

-- President 
Lyndon B. Johnson will come to 
Congress and ask it to increase 
taxes before this session of 
Congress if ever, Rep. Paul 
Jones told the House. 
He explained to the House he 
was opposed to the repeal of 
excise taxes on certain items 
at a time spending was being 
increased 
and 
there 
was a 
chance the Viet Nam 
war 
would be escalated. 
He noted that the repeal of 
the excise tax had hardly taken 
effect before President John­ 
son asked Congress to reenact 
it on some items, such as tele­ 
phone 
messages and automo­ 
biles. 
He pointed out that he voted 
against putting the taxes back on 
after the matter reached the 
House in the first round. He 
said he did not like the frag­ 
mentary way of patching up 
taxes piecemeal. He said there 
was a need for facing the over­ 
all need of the war. 
Both Jones and Rep. 
Tom 
C urtis, both of Missouri, ob­ 
jected to the tax bill on Its 
second trip to the House, after 
the Senate had amended it. 
They objected to the senate 
practice of attaching amend­ 


ments that did not relate to the 
bUl itself. 
Both Missouri congressmen 
told the House it should fulfUl 
its duty to enact revenue legis­ 
lation, and not be governed by 
the senate policy of attaching 
extra revenue provisions to a 
bill which reached it. 
This 
should be done by the House 
alone, they said. 


The senate added an amend­ 
ment to provide social security 
payments to elderly persons 
over 72, not previously under 
social security, which was not 
germane to the bill before the 
Congress. 


Jones said he did not relish 
the levying of additional taxes 
but he thought Congress and 
the President should face up to 
the needs of the Viet Nam war.

said President 
Johnson 
should tell Congress “ We need 
money for Viet Nam, and we are 
recommending and advising you 
to provide an adequate tax to 
pay for Viet Nam, and after that 
situation is over, take off the 
tax ." 
He said that he does not believe 
In 
“ makeshift, 
piecemeal, 
patchwork type of bUls” , which 
confuse the public as to taxes 
and need for revenue.

Lyndon B. Johnson will come to 
Congress and ask it to increase 
taxes before this session of 
Congress if ever, Rep. Paul 
Jones told the House. 
He explained to the House he 
was opposed to the repeal of 
excise taxes on certain items 
at a time spending was being 
increased and 
there 
was a 
chance the Viet Nam 
war 
would be escalated. 
He noted that the repeal of 
the excise tax had hardly taken 
effect before President John­ 
son asked Congress to reenact 
It on some items, such as tele­ 
phone 
messages and automo­ 
biles. 
He pointed out that he voted 
against putting the taxes back on 
after the matter reached the 
House In the first round. He 
said he did not like the frag­ 
mentary way of patching up 
taxes piecemeal He said there 
was a need for facing the ever- 
all need of tile war. 
Both Jones and Rep. 
Tom 
C urtis, both of Missouri, ob­ 
jected to the tax bill on its 
second trip to the House, after 
the Senate had amended it. 
They objected to the senate 
practice of attaching amend­ 


ments that did not relate to the 
bill Itself. 
Both Missouri congressmen 
told the House it should fulfill 
its duty to enact revenue legis­ 
lation, and not be governed by 
the senate policy of attaching 
extra revenue provisions to a 
bill which reached it. 
This 
should be done by the House 
alone, they said. 
The senate added an amend­ 
ment to provide social security 
payments to elderly persons 
over 72, not previously under 
social security, which was not 
germane to the bill before the 
Congress. 


Jones said he did not relish 
the levying of additional taxes 
but he thought Congress and 
the President should face up to 
the needs of the Viet Nam war. 
He 
said President 
Johnson 
should tell Congress “ We need 
money for Viet Nam, and we are 
recommending and advising you 
to provide an adequate tax to 
pay for Viet Nam, and after that 
situation is over, take off the 
tax.” 
He said that he does not believe 
in 
“ makeshift, 
piecemeal, 
patchwork type of bills” , which 
confuse the public as to taxes 
and need for revenue.

Time and again in recent days our columnist 
Victor Riesel has been ahead on stories only 
now making the wires and front pages. 
For many weeks there have been reports of 
a civil war between President Johnson and the 
nation’s influential labor leaders. For just as 
many weeks Victor Riesel has been reporting 
to the contrary on the alleged development 
which would have reshaped the political scene. 
Now reports from the White House corrobo­ 
rate R iesel’s exclusives. Walter Reuther and 
George Meany have been in to see the Presi­ 
dent. 
They promised him full support. They told 
him of “ labor’s amity.’’ They pooh-poohed 
reports of a feud. 
On this story Riesel was two weeks ahead 
of the entire field. 
For weeks now one of the most important 
economic stories on the front pages has been 
the conflict between the President’s Council 
of Economic Advisers and powerful local labor

agreements calling for as much as $54-a-week 
in raises. 
In an exclusive story filed by Riesel on March 
1st, he reported the strategy which the Council 
would use to thwart the labor men who sky­ 
rocket regional wages and thus threaten infla­ 
tion. 
Riesel reported that the Council would con­ 
tact other federal departments, such as the 
Bureau of Public Roads, and get them to hold 
up hundreds of millions of dollars worth of 
contracts destined for the high wage areas such 
as northern New Jersey. 
Exactly 15 days later, R iesel’s report was 
corroborated by the White House and the Coun­ 
cil. That is exactly what they plan to do, ac­ 
cording to stories now being filed out of the 
capital.

HOMAGE TO JOHANNES 
Today isn’t Johannes Gutenberg’s birthday as 
far as we know, but it could be. With lawyers 
asking us to observe Law Day, pickle manu­ 
facturers making us aware of National Pickle 
Week, and merchants promotingChristmasbuy­ 
ing throughout the whole year, we ask you now 
to pause briefly to think of Johannes Guten­ 
berg, the father of modern printing. 
Gutenberg wasn’t a trouble-maker on pur­ 
pose. He was an aristocrat and master crafts­ 
man. But it happened that he invented the type- 
mold, making movable type possible, and this 
opened up a real Pandora’s box of problems 
which have bothered civilization ever since. For 
movable type vastly simplified the printing and 
dissemination of ideas. 
Feudalism had already started to crumble in 
Gutenberg’s time, but it was the hammer- 
blows of ideas that brought the walls tumbling 
down. It was ideas printed on paper which 
proved valuable to trouble-makers everywhere. 
Voltaire, a trouble-maker par excellence, helped 
speed the French Revolution with thousands 
of pamphlets. English printers, in the late 17th 
and 
18th centuries, spread ideas which lib­ 
eralized their country. Ornery men in the Amer­ 
ican colonies, such as Tom Paine, spread the 
gospel of liberty with news-sheets and pamph­ 
lets. Ideas printed on paper brought men new 
ways of thinking of themselves and their futures. 
Ideas made men dissatisifed with their lot, 
making them demand change. 
The world hasn’t been the same since men 
in large numbers started to read about public 
affairs. Government officials everywhere have 
never been altogether happy with men who print 


their ideas on paper and distribute these pieces 
of paper for other men to read. The air has 
always been full with gossip, rumor and chatter. 
But thoughts on paper stay there. They can 
be read over and over again by many people, 
and the man who wrrote the thoughts can be held 
to account for what he wrote. Printing is the 
thinking man’s medium; print, the ideal way to 
put over complex ideas. 
Bertrand Russell said in “ Why Men Fight” : 
“ Thought is subversive and revolutionary, de­ 
structive and terrible thought is m erciless to 
privilege, established institutions and com­ 
fortable habits; thought is anarchic and lawless, 
indifferent to authority, careless of the well­ 
tried wisdom of the ages.” 
We’re in the business, and so is every news­ 
paper, of putting thoughts down on paper. 
Nobody has put a laurel wreath on our editorial 
browr lately, nor given us a testimonial dinner. 
There are unquestionably some good citizens of 
our community who would stand in the street 
and cheer if our w'alls came tumbling dowrn. 
That’s par for the course. 
We’ll lay the blame to Johannes, and recom­ 
mend that each year on this day we all stop 
to think what a happy, peaceful, controlled, 
feudal place this might be, if the man from 
Mainz hadn’t started experimenting with that 
type-mold.

A dress which is not fashionable, cars of 
out-moded design, and home appliances which 
do not have the latest improvements are sub­ 
ject to “ spoilage” as is the fresh produce in 
a grocery store. 
The consumer often thinks that he gains bar­ 
gains from the possibility of spoilage. It is the 
general belief of bargain seekers that the re­ 
tailer absorbs the loss when goods are not sold 
during periods of greatest demands. 
However, the concept is false. No retailer 
can stay in business by selling “ spoiled” 
goods at a loss. The cost of spoilage, and the 
accompanying increased storage 
costs are 
passed on to the consumer. The cost has to be 
added to the price of other goods w’hich the 
consumer demands. 
Spoilage loss is ultimately passed on to the 
consumer even when old goods are completely 
discarded. 
One of the major economic benefits of ad­ 
vertising to consumer and retailer alike is the 
reduction of spoilage loss. Ideally, advertising 
eliminates loss altogether. This is often ac­ 
complished by retailers who have learned what 
to expect of advertising. 
A grocer simplified the explanation this way: 
“ It is cheaper to advertise and sell beans at 
22 cents a pound than to sell at 35 cents and 
allow for spoilage and increased storage costs, 
which is necessary without timely advertising.

The ousting of Sukarno, if suc­ 
cessfu lly 
continued, 
is 
the 
greatest victory for Freedom 
since the last decisive battle 
of World War IL 
Sukarno, 
prominent 
in Java 
since 
1944, 
was 
firm ly e s­ 


tablished in 1950 by the U. N., 
Soviet Union and U. S. A. as 
Communist dictator of Indon­ 
esia. Dr. Frank Graham, fol­ 
lowing his loss of the U. S. 
Senate seat, became U. S. Am­ 
bassador to the U. N. and han­ 
dled the Sukarno regim e. 
The Soviets and U. S. A. dis­ 
played close teamwork in sup­ 
porting Sukarno on a near share 
and share alike basis, furnish­ 
ing 
him 
with 
ships, 
tanks, 
planes, armam ents and muni­ 
tions to suppress his construc­ 
tive rivals, including the upris­ 
ing staged by the anti-Commun- 
ists in Sumatra. The U. S. A, 
assisted Sukarno in overthrow­

government of New 
Guinea, turning 
New 
Guinea 
over to the U, N. October I, 
1962, which then turned it over 
to Sukarno on 
May I, 1963. 
The U. S. has sent foreign aid 
to Sukarno amounting to $874 
m illion until he bitterly reject­ 
ed, and told us what we could 
do with, our foreign aid. Indo­ 
nesia is third among the nations 
of the world in resou rces. Its 
population of IOO m illion peo­ 
ple are 90% M oslem, and since

are

LBJ CARRIES ON 
Despite the vigorous, som e­ 
tim es bitter 
opposition from 
dove 
senators, the president 
has been going about the busi­ 
ness of passing legislation as 
if nothing had happened. Last 
week he summoned all chair­ 
men of senate com m ittees to 
the White House to discuss the 
legislative 
program . 
Among 
them was Sen. William 
Ful- 
bright, D-Ark., chairman of the 
Foreign Relations 
com m ittee 
and one of five senators who had 
voted against Johnson on re­ 
scinding 
the 
Gulf of Tonkin 
resolution. This is the resolu­ 
tion which, in the till of 1964, 
gave L BJ 
carte blanche to 
proceed m ilitarily in Viet Nam. 
This 
is the resolution which 
the president claim s authorizes 
him to carry on the rapidly 
expanding 
war 
in Viet Nam. 
Though 
Ful bright 
had been 
one of the most effective op­ 
ponents of the president and 
though the president obviously 
was unhappy about his opposi­ 


tion, the 
two 
men talked at 
the White House meeting as if 
nothing had happened. 
When Johnson asked Ful bright 
for a report on pending leg isla ­ 
tion before the Foreign Rela­ 
tions 
com m ittee, the senator 
from A rkansas mentioned the 
Russian Consular Treaty with 
the United States, and observed 
that 
probably 
the 
political 
clim ate was not conducive to 
ratifying it. 
Fuibright discussed the mat­ 
ter 
dispassionately, 
did not 
mention the filet that J. Edgar 
Hoover, 
who holds office at 
the age of 72 
by the grace of 
the president, had come out with 
an excoriating blast against con­ 
sulates conducted by Commu­ 
nist countries in the 
United 
States —a statement which made 
ratification 
of 
the consular 
treaty 
difficult 
if 
not im ­ 
p ossible. Fuibright also did not 
mention the fact that this was a 
treaty which the United States 
had requested, not the R ussians, 
and that the Russians planned to 
open no new consulates in the 
United States. 
The president, discussing the 
treaty with equal dispassion, 
seem ed to think the political 
clim ate was not ready. He too 
did not mention J. Edgar Hoov­ 
er’s statem ent, and he did not 
volunteer 
to get Hoover 
to 
clarify the largely distorted 
filets. 
SCHOOL FUNDS 
The president went the round 
of various com m ittee chairmen 
asking 
Sen. 
Allen Emender, 
D 4 .a ., about legislation in the 
A griculture 
department. Ex­ 
tender had no major fiirm bills 
pending. 
On the question of the matter 
of eiucation, Sen. Warren Mag- 
nuson, 
D*Wash., 
raised 
the 
question 
of 
continuing ap­ 
propriations

school a rea s. These are areas 
where m ilitary bases or federal 
installations put an additional 
burden on local schools to pro­ 
vide for the children of federal 
em ployees. 
"We’ re pumping m illions into 
the sch ools,” the president re­ 
p lie r and pulled out a long list 
of educational 
appropriations 
which he read 
point by point. 
"The trouble is that this new- 
federal money won’t reach the 
schools 
until 
next 
year,” 


Magnuson pointed out, "and the 
schools in the impacted areas 
need the 
money right now.” 
After 
som e further discus­ 
sion, the president observed: 
"I know- you fellow s will put 
som e money back in.”

How Dave Dubinsky Fashioned 
Giants 
New York: — Not until the 
se c r e t intelligence archives of 
many a nation are aired will 
the full story be told of the im ­ 
pact on freedom ’s history by 
my friend, labor’s own lep re­ 
chaun, David Dubinsky. 
He 
is 
a garment cutter by 
trade, a labor leader by pro­ 
fessio n , and a President-m aker 
by avocation. 
Dubinsky, or “ D .D.” as they 
say 
in the rag jungle where 
“ h is” m em bers of the Inter­ 
national 
Ladies* 
Garment 
W orkers' Union toil with pins 
and needles, is the essen ce of 
the pol it le o -labor man. 
He has fashioned politics in 
city and state and nation 
and 
continents as his people have 
sew n the fashions for the wom­ 
en of our land. 
He now is in the news be­ 
cause he has resigned as union 
ch ief. But he has been making 
behind-the-scenes 
news 
for 
decades and will continue. 
Many a government would not 
e x ist 
today, many a head of 
state 
would be 
an off-stage 
politician today, and there are 
A m erican Presidents who would 
not have made it if not for the 
74-year-old 
shrewd 
infighter 
against Communists and crooks 
alik e. 
Thus it was logical he would 
telephone 
President 
Lyndon 
Johnson to inform him , amongst 
other m atters, that he was r e ­ 
signing after 34 years. It was 
Dubinsky who advised the labor 
lea d ers at the 1960 Los An­ 
g e le s Democratic Party nom i­ 
nating convention to swing be­ 
hind 
Lyndon Johnson during 
th ose 
tense 
hours 
when the 
Texan was being blocked from 
the vice presidential nomina­ 
tion by an angry coterie of 
union chiefs. 
It 
was Dubinsky who p re­ 
vented Mr. Johnson’s first visit 
to New York from becoming a 
political 
disaster during that 
cam paign. 
When 
DD learned 
that the relatively unknown end 
of the A ustin-Boston axis, as 
LBJ 
often put 
it, 
had been 
brushed off by the big city’s 
D em ocratic machine, the ban­ 
tam labor chief whipped up an 
audience 
at the Hotel Astor. 
Thus a fiasco was averted, and 
along with it disastrous head­ 
lin e s. 
When John Kennedy was finding 
it difficult attracting liberal and 
labor people during the cam ­ 
paign, 
despite 
all 
of Arthur 
Goldberg’ s cajoling, DD again 
moved in. 
The quick-silver little giant 
called a m ass rally in the gar­ 
ment area. And it was m assive. 
M ore than 400,000 people turned 
out. And the word went out that 
JFK had come to the rag jungle 
and its polyglot denizens, sym ­ 
bols of American working class 
lib eralism , had accepted him 
w ildly. 
Dubinsky's Liberal Tarty was 
the symbol of political support 
not 
a lo w 
in New York, but 
everyw here 
garment workers 
and their allies w ere concen­ 
trated. In many m etropolises 
they were the late John Ken­ 
nedy’s margin of victory. 
And thus it was that on E lec­ 
tion 
Night of ‘60 IXibinsky*s 
phone 
rang and 
“ Lyndon” 
thanked “ Dave” and put Mrs. 
Johnson on. 
And thus it was that one day 
e a r ly in '61 DD was at tho 
White House for a labor-m an­ 
agem ent meeting. The others 
had gone on to lunch, but IXib- 
insky 
had remained in the 
em pty Fish Room to telephone 


New York in an effort to end 
a strike th^re. 
He finished. He walked out into 
the 
corridor. 
He saw a tall 
figure 
wandering around. DD 
asked John Kennedy where he 
w as going. Mr . Kennedy laughed 
and said he was new here and 
just poking around trying to get 
h is bearings. 
DD offered to show him around. 
He 
had been there so many 
tim es. 
President 
Kennedy chuckled 
and said com e into my office. 
They talked. After 20 minutes 
DD got up and said that Frank­ 
lin R oosevelt once had told him, 
with typical FDR humor, it was 
unpatriotic to visit more than 
20 minutes with the President 
of the U.S. -- and then would 
keep DD two hours. 
And thus it was that just a few 
hours after Mr. Johnson was 
inaugurated in that grim a ir ­ 
plane 
in 
1963, he telephoned 
DD. And when the little labor 
leader went down to the White 
H ouse, Mr. Johnson, in a burst 
of em otion, kissed him. 
There were other P residents, 
other campaigns in other lands. 
It was DD who during M usso­ 
lin i’s era kept alive an exiled 
Italian 
Social - Democrat by 
name 
of 
Giuseppe 
Saragat. 
Money and support for Saragat*s 
an ti-Communist 
organization 
w ere also dispatched to Rome 
by DD after the war. Today Mr. 
Saragat is prescient of Italy. 
There 
are 
states in Africa 
today 
whose 
leaders 
would 
have died in prison or whose 
parties would have been starved 
out were it not for DD. 
I will not name them here for 
I 
do not want them hurt by 
left-w ing 
opposition charges 
that they took foreign money. 
But if it had not been for that 
money, the centralized Com­ 
m unist appartus operating in 
the Caribbean, in Central and 
Latin Am erica, in Europe and 
e \e n in Asia would have top­ 
pled dem ocratic governments 
and sm ashed 
non-Communist 
p arties. 
For it was Dubinsky who turned 
the AFL away from its tradi­ 
tional isolation. DD set up what 
c r itic s now call a foreign o f­ 
fice inside labor. It was this 
international free trade union 
department 
which 
rushed 
m oral, financial and even m us­ 
cular aid to those under siege 
by the Communists in post-war 
B erlin, West Germany, France 
and Italy, as well as A frica, 
which 
saved 
many 
a dem o­ 
cratic leader and government. 
Sure Dubinsky saw to it that 
money and m uscle went over. 
So what? A world was saved. 
And now he is retirin g--from 
h is union but not from the strug­ 
g le. He’s too old a warhorse 
for that. He’s too young to r e ­ 
tire from the world. 
But he never forgot his politics 
at home. He played it like the 
old poker hand he is - - alm ost 
alw ays drawing one card for a 
straight flush. 
Thus 
when the New York 
D em ocrats thought they had him 
in the bag with noway to get out, 
he swung the Liberal Party b e­ 
hind John Lindsay. It was this 
P arty's vote which gave Mr. 
Lindsay 
the official liberal 
im age on an old-line Republi­ 
can ticket and thus th elu la n ce- 
o f -power 
votes. 
DD and his 
colleague, Alex R ose, elected 
John Lindsay. 
And it may Iv that as with 
EDR In the th irties, and HST 
in 
the 
forties 
and JFK-LBJ 
at the Ivglnning of the six tie s, 
DD will have launched a P r e s­ 
ident of lim seventies.

Time and again in recent days our columnist 
Victor Riesel has been ahead on stories only 
now making the w ires and front pages. 
For many weeks there have been reports of 
a civil war between President Johnson and the 
nation’s influential labor leaders. For just as 
many weeks Victor Riesel has been reporting 
to the contrary on the alleged development 
which would have reshaped the political scene. 
Now reports from the White House corrobo­ 
rate R iesel’s exclusives. W alter Reuther and 
George Meany have been in to see the P re si­ 
dent. 
They prom ised him full support. They told 
him of “ labor’s am ity.’* They pooh-poohed 
reports of a feud. 
On this story Riesel was two weeks ahead 
of the entire field. 
For weeks now one of the most important

Riesel reported that the Council would con­ 
tact other federal departm ents, such as the 
Bureau of Public Roads, and get them to hold 
up hundreds of millions of dollars worth of 
contracts destined for the high wage areas such 
as northern New Jersey. 
Exactly 15 days later, R iesel’s report was 
corroborated by the White House and the Coun­ 
cil. That is exactly what they plan to do, ac­ 
cording to stories now being filed out of the 
capital. 
When our columnist Victor Riesel is not atop 
a story, he is well ahead of it.

HOMAGE TO JOHANNES 
Today isn't Johannes Gutenberg’s birthday as 
far as we know, but it could be. With lawyers 
asking us to observe Law Day, pickle manu­ 
facturers making us aware of National Pickle 
Week, and m erchants promoting Christm as buy­ 
ing throughout the whole year, we ask you now 
to pause briefly to think of Johannes Guten­ 
berg, the father of modern printing. 
Gutenberg wasn’t a trouble-m aker on pur­ 
pose. He was an aristocrat and m aster crafts- 
m in. But it happened that he invented the type- 
mold, making movable type possible, and this 
opened up a real Pandora’s box of problems 
which have bothered civilization ever since. For 
movable type vastly simplified the printing and 
dissemination of ideas. 
Feudalism had already started to crum ble in 
Gutenberg’s tim e, but it was the ham m er- 
blows of ideas that brought the walls tumbling 
down. It was ideas printed on paper which 
proved valuable to trouble-m akers everywhere. 
Voltaire, a trouble-m aker par excellence, helped 
speed the French Revolution with thousands 
of pamphlets. English printers, in the late 17th 
and 
18th centuries, spread ideas which lib­ 
eralized their country. Ornery men in the A m er­ 
ican colonies, such as Tom Paine, spread the 
gospel of liberty with news-sheets and pamph­ 
lets. Ideas printed on paper brought men new 
w ays of thinking of them selves and their futures, 
Ideas made men dissatisifed with their lot, 
making them demand change. 
The world hasn’t been the same since men 
in large numbers started to read about public 
afiairs. Government officials everywhere have 
never been altogether happy with men who print 


their ideas on paper and distribute these pieces 
of paper for other men to read. The air has 
always been full with gossip, rum or and chatter. 
But thoughts on paper stay there. They can 
be read over and over again by many people, 
and the man who wrote the thoughts can be held 
to account for what he wrote. Printing is the 
thinking man’s medium; print, the ideal way to 
put over complex ideas. 
Bertrand Russell said in “ Why Men Fight” : 
“ Thought is subversive and revolutionary, de­ 
structive and terrible thought is m erciless to 
privilege, established institutions and com­ 
fortable habits; thought is anarchic and lawless, 
indifferent to authority, careless of the well­ 
tried wisdom of the ages.” 
We’re in the business, and so is every news­ 
paper, of putting thoughts down on paper. 
Nobody has put a laurel wreath on our editorial 
brow lately, nor given us a testim onial dinner. 
There are unquestionably some good citizens of 
our community who would stand in the street 
and cheer if our walls came tumbling down. 
That’s par for the course. 
We’ll lay the blame to Johannes, and recom ­ 
mend that each year on this day we all stop 
to think what a happy, peaceful, controlled, 
feudal place this might be, if the man from 
Mainz hadn’t started experimenting with that 
type-mo Id.

Nearly everything sold in 
store loses value when it

A dress which is not fashionable, cars of 
out-moded design, and home appliances which 
do not have the latest improvements are sub­ 
ject to “ spoilage” as is the fresh produce in 
a grocery store. 
The consumer often thinks that he gains b ar­ 
gains from the possibility of spoilage. It is the 
general belief of bargain seekers that the re ­ 
tailer absorbs the loss when goods are not sold 
during periods of greatest demands. 
However, the concept is false. No retailer 
can stay in business by selling “ spoiled” 
goods at a loss. The cost of spoilage, and the 
accompanying increased storage 
costs are 
passed on to the consum er. The cost has to be 
added to the price of other goods which the 
consumer demands. 
Spoilage loss is ultimately passed on to the 
consumer even when old goods are completely 
discarded. 
One of the major economic benefits of ad­ 
vertising to consumer and retailer alike is the 
reduction of spoilage loss. Ideally, advertising 
elim inates loss altogether. This is often ac­ 
complished by retailers who have learned what 
to expect of advertising. 
A grocer simplified the explanation this way: 
“ It is cheaper to advertise and sell beans at 
22 cents a pound than to sell at 35 cents and 
allow- for spoilage and increased storage costs, 
which is necessary without timely advertising.

LBJ CARRIES ON 
Despite the vigorous, some­ 
times bitter 
opposition from 
dove senators, the president 
has been going about the bust* 
ness of passing legislation as 
lf nothing had happened. Last 
week he summoned all chair­ 
men of senate committees to 
the White House to discuss the 
legislative program. 
Among 
them was Sen. William 
Ful* 
bright, D*\rk., chairman of the 
Foreign Relations committee 
and one of five senators who had 
voted against Johnson on re­ 
scinding the Gulf of Tonkin 
resolution. This is the resolu­ 
tion which, in the fall of 1964, 
gave LBJ 
carte blanche to 
pfoetid militarily in Viet Nam. 
This is the resolution which 
the president claims authorizes 
him to carry on the rapidly 
expanding war in Viet Nam. 
Though Ful bright had been 
one of the most effective op­ 
ponents of the president and 
though the president obviously 
was unhappy about his opposi­ 


tion, the two men talked at 
the White House meeting as if 
nothing had happened. 
When Johnson asked Fulbright 
for a report on pending legisla­ 
tion Lief ore the Foreign Rela­ 
tions 
committee, the senator 
from Arkansas mentioned the 
Russian Consular Treaty with 
the United States, and observed 
that 
probably the political 
climate was not conducive to 
ratifying it. 
Fulbright discussed the mat* 
ter 
dispassionately, did not 
mention the feet that J. Edgar 
Hoover, who holds office at 
the age of 72 by the grace of 
the president, had come out with 
an excoriating blast against con­ 
sulates conducted by Commu­ 
nist countries in the 
United 
States - a statement which made 
ratification of 
the consular 
treaty 
difficult 
if 
not im­ 
possible. Fulbright also did not 
mention the fact that this was a 
treaty which the United Staten 
had requested, not the Russians, 
and that thy Russians planned to 
open no new consulates in the 
United States. 
The president, discussing the 
treaty with equal dispassion, 
seemed to think the political 
climate w*as not ready. He too 
did not mention J. Edgar Hoov­ 
er's statement, and he did not 
volunteer to get Hoover 
to 
clarify the largely distorted 
facts. 
SCHOOL FUNDS 
The president went the round 
of various committee chairmen 
asking 
Sen. Allen Slender, 
D*La., about legislation in the 
Agriculture 
department. El* 
lender had no major farm bills 
pending. 
On the question of the matter 
of education, Sen. Warren Mag* 
nuson, D-Wasn., 
raised the 
question 
of 
continuing ap­ 
propriations 
for 
impacted 
school areas. These are areas 
where military bases or federal 
installations put an additional 
burden on local schools to pro­ 
vide for the children of federal 
employees. 
“ We're pumping millions into 
the schools,'* the president re* 
plied, and pulled out a long list 
of educational appropriations 
which he read point by point. 
"The trouble is that this new 
federal mone\ won't reach the 
schools 
until 
next year," 


SUKARNO'S DEBACLE 
The ousting of Sukarno, lf suc­ 
cessfully 
continued, 
is the 
greatest victory for Freedom 
since the last decisive battle 
of World War IL 
Sukarno, prominent in Java 
since 
1944, was firmly es­ 


tablished In 1950 by the U. N., 
Soviet Union and U. S. A. as 
Communist dictator of Indon­ 
esia. Dr. Frank Graham, fol­ 
lowing his loss of the U, S. 
Senate seat, became U. S. Am­ 
bassador to the U, N, and han­ 
dled the Sukarno regime. 
The Soviets and U. S, A. dis­ 
played close teamwork In sup­ 
porting Sukarno on a near share 
and share alike basis, furnish­ 
ing him with ships, 
tanks, 
planes, armaments and muni­ 
tions to suppress hLs construc­ 
tive rivals, Including the upris­ 
ing staged by the antl-Commun- 
ists in Sumatra. The U. S. A. 
assisted Sukarno in overthrow­ 
ing the government of New 
Guinea, turning 
New Guinea 
over to the U. N. October I, 
1962, which then turned it over 
to Sukarno on May I, 1963. 
The U. S, has sent foreign aid 
to Sukarno amounting to $874 
million until he bitterly reject­ 
ed, and told us what we could 
do with, our foreign aid. Indo­ 
nesia is third among the nations 
of the world In resources. Its 
population of IOO million peo­ 
ple are 909c Moslem, and since 
Moslems are vigorous Non­ 
communists, 
it has been no 
small task for the State Depart­ 
ment to keep these militant 
Non-Communists suppressed. 
Sukarno was in process of tak­ 
ing over Singapore and Malaysia 
and needed firmer support in In­ 
donesia. He attempted a coup to 
wipe out Non-Communists in 
Indonesia which failed about 
October I, and this failure led 
to his present debacle. The 
probability that Sukarno was 
taking over these countries was 
far more alarming than the pos­ 
sibility of our being forced out 
of South Vietnam, although the 
U. S. State Department and 
British Foreign Office seemed 
undisturbed. HLH 
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Magnuson pointed out, "and the 
schools in the impacted areas 
need the money right now.** 
After some further discus­ 
sion, the president observed: 
"I know you fellows will put 
some money back in.** 
LBJ spoke from a quarter of 
a century of experience in both 
the house and the senate. As a 
matter of feet, he and Mag­ 
nuson entered the house in the 
same year-1937. He knows that 
Magnuson sit son the appropria* 
tions committee, is one of the 
most potent members of the 
senate. If he wants money for 
impacted areas, he will get it. 
So ran the matter*of.fuct dis* 
cussion between the man who 
lives in the White House and the 
senators who operate at the oth­ 
er end of Pennsylvania Avenue, 
some of whom continue in strong 
disagreement over Viet Nam, 
over civil rights, but neverthe­ 
less know that the everyday 
housekeeping job of running the 
nation must go on.

How Dave Dubinsky Fashioned 
Giants 
New York: — Not until the 
secret intelligence archives of 
many a nation are aired will 
the full story be told of the im­ 
pact on freedom's history by 
my friend, labor's own lepre­ 
chaun, David Dubinsky. 
He is a garment cutter by 
trade, a labor leader by pro­ 
fession, and a President-maker 
by avocation. 
Dubinsky, or “ D.D." as they 
say in the rag jungle where 
“ his" members of the Inter­ 
national 
Ladles' 
Garment 
Workers' Union toil with pins 
and needles, is the essence of 
the politico-labor man. 
He has fashioned politics in 
city and state and nation 
and 
continents as his people have 
sewn the fashions for the wom­ 
en of our land. 
He now is in the news be­ 
cause he has resigned as union 
chief. But he has been making 
behind-the-scenes 
news 
for 
decades and will continue. 
Many a government would not 
exist today, many a head of 
state would be an off-stage 
politician today, and there are 
A merican Presidents who would 
not have made it lf not for the 
74-year-old shrewd infighter 
against Communists and crooks 
alike. 
Thus it was logical he would 
telephone 
President 
Lyndon 
Johnson to Inform him, amongst 
other matters, that he was re ­ 
signing after 34 years. It was 
Dubinsky who advised the labor 
leaders at the 1960 Los An­ 
geles Democratic Party nomi­ 
nating convention to swing be­ 
hind 
Lyndon Johnson during 
those tense hours when the 
Texan was being blocked from 
the vice presidential nomina­ 
tion by an angry coterie of 
union chiefs. 
It 
was Dubinsky who pre­ 
vented Mr. Johnson's first visit 
to New York from becoming a 
political disaster during that 
campaign. When DD learned 
that the relatively unknown end 
of the Austin-Boston axis, as 
LBJ often put it, had been 
brushed off by the big city's 
Democratic machine, the ban­ 
tam labor chief whipped up an 
audience at the Hotel Astor. 
Thus a fiasco was averted, and 
along with It disastrous head­ 
lines. 
When John Kennedy was finding 
it difficult attracting liberal and 
labor people during the cam­ 
paign, despite all of Arthur 
Goldberg's cajoling, DD again 
moved in. 
The quick-silver little giant 
called a mass rally in the gar­ 
ment area. And it was massive. 
More than 400,000 people turned 
out. And the word went out that 
JFK had come to the rag jungle 
and its polyglot denizens, sym­ 
bols of American working class 
liberalism, had accepted him 
wildly. 
Dubinsky's Liberal Party was 
the symbol of political support 
not alone in New York, but 
everywhere garment workers 
and their allies were concen­ 
trated. In many metropolises 
they were the late John Ken­ 
nedies margin of victory. 
And thus it was that on Elec­ 
tion Night of *60 Dubinsky's 
phone 
rang and 
“ Lyndon" 
thanked “ Dave" and put Mrs. 
Johnson on. 
And thus it was that one day 
early in *61 DD was at tile 
White House for a labor-iuan- 
agement meeting. The others 
had gone on to lunch, but Dub­ 
insky 
had remained in the 
empty Fish Room to teUqthone 


New York in an effort to end 
a strike th*re. 
He finished. He walked out into 
the corridor. He saw a tall 
figure wandering around. DD 
asked John Kennedy where he 
was going. Mr. Kennedy laughed 
and said he was new here and 
just poking around trying to get 
his bearings. 
DD offered to show him around. 
He had been there so rn any 
times. 
President 
Kennedy chuckled 
and said come into my office. 
They talked. After 20 minutes 
DD got up and said that Frank­ 
lin Roosevelt once had told him, 
with typical FDR humor, it was 
unpatriotic to visit more than 
20 minutes with the President 
of the U.S. -- and then would 
keep DD two hours. 
And thus it was that just a few 
hours after Mr. Johnson was 
Inaugurated in that grim air­ 
plane In 1963, he telephoned 
DD. And when the little labor 
leader went down to the White 
House, Mr. Johnson, in a burst 
of emotion, kissed him. 
There were other Presidents, 
other campaigns In other lands. 
It was DD who during Musso­ 
lini's era kept alive an exiled 
Italian Social - Democrat by 
name 
of Giuseppe Saragat. 
Money and support for Saragat's 
anti-Communist 
organization 
were also dispatched to Rome 
by DD after the war. Today Mr. 
Saragat is president of Italy. 
There are states in Africa 
today whose leaders 
would 
have died in prison or whose 
parties would have been starved 
out were it not for DD. 
I will not name them here for 
I do not want them hurt by 
left-wing 
opposition charges 
that they took foreign money. 
But if it had not been for that 
money, the centralized Com­ 
munist appartus operating in 
the Caribbean, in Central and 
Latin America, in Europe and 
e\en in Asia would have top­ 
pled democratic governments 
and smashed non-Communist 
parties. 
For it was Dubinsky who turned 
the AFL away from its tradi­ 
tional isolation. DD set up what 
critics now call a foreign of­ 
fice inside labor. It was this 
international free trade union 
department 
which 
rushed 
moral, financial and even mus­ 
cular ald to those under siege 
by the Communists in post-war 
Berlin, West Germany, France 
and Italy, as well as Africa, 
which saved many a demo­ 
cratic leader and government. 
Sure Dubinsky saw to It that 
money and muscle went over. 
So what? A world was saved. 
And now he is ret iring--fro rn 
his union but not from the strug­ 
gle. He's too old a warhorse 
for that. He's too young to re ­ 
tire from the world. 
But he never forgot his politics 
at home. He played it like the 
old poker hand he is — almost 
always drawing one card for a 
straight flush 
Thus 
when the New York 
Democrats thought they had him 
in the bag with noway to get out, 
he swung the Liberal Party te ­ 
ll ind John Lindsay. It was this 
Party's Note which give Mr. 
Lindsay 
the official literal 
linage on an old-line Republi­ 
can ticket and thus the balance- 
of-power votes. DD and his 
colleague, Alex Rose, elected 
John Lindsay, 
And It may be that as with 
FDR In tho thirties, and HST 
iii the forties ami JFK-LBJ 
al the Ix'giiutlng of the sixties, 
DD will have launched a Pres - 
Meat ut Ila* seventies.

— Coach Don Haskins felt like a 
lucky "young punk" after his 
Texas Western Miners won the 
national 
collegiate basketball 
championship. 
The 36-year-old Haskins and 
his underdog Miners had Just 
scored a 72-65 upset over the 
Old Master, Adolph Rupp, and 
his Kentucky Wildcats. Duke 
edged Utah 7 9-77 for third place. 
"It's quite a thrill for me, a 
kind of young punk," Haskins 
said. " It's great Just playing in 
a game with Mr. Rupp, let alone 
winning it ." 
Although both teams entered 
the title game with identical 27- 
I 
records, Kentucky was an 
eight-point favorite to win its 
fifth NCAA championship. 
No 
other school has won more than 
two. 
Kentucky was ranked No. I in 
the nation after the regular sea­ 
son and Texas Western was No. 
3, with the suspicion that the 
Miners didn't play too hard a 
schedule. Haskins disgreed. 
"We don't worry about that 
kind of talk ," Haskins said. “ We 
played a lot of good teams be­ 
fore we got here. We played a 
lot of teams like ourselves . . . 
ones without a name.” 
Texas Western should no long­ 
er remain in that category. 


Since Haskins arrived at the El 
Paso, Tex., school five years 
ago, Hie Miners have won 108 
games and lost only 26. 
Three times in the past four 
years, the Miners have received 
a bid as an independent to play 
In the NCAA tournament. In 
1964, they went to tne National 
Invitation Tournament in New 
York. 
As a former player under 
Hank Ilia at Oklahoma State, 
Haskins stresses defensive bas­ 
ketball and he contends it was 
defense 
which upended Ken­ 
tucky. 
"It was one of the finest de­ 
fensive games we played all 
season," Haskins said. "The 
boys knew Kentucky could shoot 
exceptionally well and that lf 
they didn't play a fine defensive 
game, they would wind up sec­ 
ond.” 
Rupp said his Wildcats didn't 
challenge the defense, but were 
shooting 
when 
the 
opposing 
player was still IO feet away. 
"We weren't shooting well 
and our ball handling wasn't 
good,” Rupp said. "When those 
two things break down, you're 
in trouble." 
Kentucky closed to within 39- 
38 early In the second half but 
Texas Western stretched its ad­ 
vantage to 68-57 and then staved 
off the Wildcats in the closing 
minutes.

WASHINGTON -- Jack Daniel 
Sayadoff, a convicted bank rob­ 
ber charged with holdups 
of 
Illinois, California and Ohio 
banks, plus a kidnaping and 
interstate transportation of a 
stolen car, has been added to 
the FBI's list of Ten Most 
Wanted Fugitives. 
He and a female accomplice, 
Patsy Ann Janakos, allegedly 
abducted an elderly baby sitter 
on October 8, 1965, leaving her 
bound 
and 
gagged 
in 
a 
Newark, California, residence, 
and fled with Janakos* three- 
year-old daughter who had been 
placed in her father’ s custody 
pending divorce proceedings. 
While trying to free herself to 
call police, the baby sitter fell 
and broke her hip. 
On Oct. 21, a lone bandit, 
later 
identified as Sayadoff, 
robbed the Uptown Federal Sav­ 
ings and Loan Association, 4545 
North 
Broadway, 
Chicago, 
Illinois, of $1549. The robber 
fled with the loot in a brown 
paper bag which he indicated 
also contained a gun. 
Then, on Dec. 8, Sayadoff and 
a female accomplice allegedly 
robbed the 38th and Balboa 
Branch 
of the Bank of Ameri­ 
ca, San Francisco, California, 
of $3131. After menacing sev­ 
eral bank employees with a 
snub-nosed revolver, the bank 
robber placed the loot from four 
tellers* cages in an attache case 
and fled with his accomplice aft­ 
er warning employees not to 
turn around or “ I’ll blow your 
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brains out.** 
On Jan. 6, 
Sayadoff, aided 
again by a female accomplice, 
allegedly robbed the Lakewood, 
Ohio, office of The Second Fed­ 
eral Savings and Loan Associa­ 
tion of $2816. 
The fast-moving Sayadoff is 
also charged with the interstate 
transportation of a stolen auto­ 
mobile, rented in Los Angeles, 
California, in October, 1965, 
and abandoned at a Cleveland 
airport in November. 
Federal warrants, charging 
Sayadoff with bank robbery were 
issued at San Francisco, Cali­ 
fornia, on Dec. 9, Cleveland, 
Ohio, on Jan. 21, and Chicago, 
on March 4. In addition, both 
Sayadoff 
and 
Janakos 
were 
charged in Federal warrants 
issued at Oakland, Calif. Nov. 
IO for unlawful interstate flight 
to avoid prosecution tor kid­ 
naping and at Cleveland, on Jan. 
21, for interstate transportation 
of a stolen motor vehicle. 
Sayadoff, a heavily tattoed na­ 
tive of Hartford, Conn. has a 
criminal record which began 
in Connecticut in 1952 when he 
was convicted of breaking and 
entering and place on probation 
for one year. In January of 1955, 
following his arrest in Augusta, 
Georgia, for armed robbery, he 
was convicted on three robbery 
counts and 
sentenced to ten 
years 
in the Georgia 
State 
Prison. 
In August of 1959, following 
conviction in California tor bank 
robbery, 
he was given an in­ 
determinate sentence and con­ 
fined at the Federal Correc­ 
tional Institution in Lompoc, 
California. He escaped from 
Federal custody in December, 
1960, and was given an addi­ 
tional sentence of a year and a 
day upon being recaptured. He 
was paroled in February, 1964. 
Sayadoff, a white American, 
was born on October 2, 1935, 
at Hartford, Connecticut. He is 
5*9** to 5* IO** tall, weighs 170 
to 175 pounds, has black hair, 
brown eyes, a medium build and 
a medium complexion. He has 
bum scars on both legs and his 
chest, skin graft marks on his 
back and a cut scar on his inner 
left 
forearm. Tattooed on his 
left arm are an eagle, a girl 
and “ U. S. Army.** Another 
tattoo of a girl appears on the 
upper part of his right arm and 
the words “ Born to lose** are 
tattooed on his right forearm. 
An arrowhead is tattooed on the 
inside of his right forearm. He 
has worked as a bartender, 
laborer and painter. 
Patsy Ann Janakos, who is 
believed accompanying Sayadoff 
in his flight, is a White Ameri­ 
can who was born at Woodruff, 
Nebraska, 
on November 
12, 
1935. She is 5*6** tall, weighs 
130 pounds, has brown eyes, 
usually wears glasses, and has 
dark brown hair which may be 
dyed black and is sometimes 
covered with a blonde wig. 
Sayadoff is reportedly a neat 
dresser who frequents better 
hotels, 
likes 
expensive late 
model rental cars and enjoys 
good food, being especially fond 
of spaghetti and Syrian dishes. 
He is also said to like popcorn, 
candy, coffee with cream and 
sugar, music, poker, movies 
and television which he watches 
extensively. Both Sayadoff and 
his 
companion, Janakos, re­ 
portedly drink expensive whis­ 
key and smoke cigarettes. He is 
additionally noted for his boast­ 
ful, argumentative and tempera­ 
mental behavior and is said to be 
extremely jealous of Janakos. 


Janakos 
reportedly frequents 
beauty 
parlors weekly, wears 
dark sunglasses, even indoors, 
and spends money from Sayadoff 
lavishly on clothes. 
Both 
Sayadoff and Janakos 
should be considered armed and 
extremely dangerous. Janakos 
has received psychiatric treat­ 
ment in the past.

Sayadoff or Patsy Ann Janakos 
he is requested to notify the 
nearest office of the FBI, the 
telephone number of which may 
be found on the first page of 
local telephone directories. 


History Against 
Warren Critics 


Specials 
Don’t 
Fit

NEW YORK (AP) — NBC*s 
Telephone Hour, turning up ev­ 
ery other Sunday at 5:30 p.m. 
somehow seems 
to 
match 
nicely the viewer’ s Sunday eve­ 
ning mood. Some of the public 
affairs 
programs 
that 
are 
placed there on the alternate 
weeks, however worthy, are not 
such a happy fit. 
A case in point was Sunday 
evening’ s “ The Reformation,** 
a handsomely illustrated lec­ 
ture on 16th century European 
history. It was a timely subject 
and an interesting explanation 
of the great religious revolt led 
by the flinty Martin Luther and 
John Calvin, which established 
Protestantism amid ecclesias­ 
tical and political turbulence. 
The program suggested that 
we may now be on the verge of 
a second Reformation of a dif­ 
ferent character since the re­ 
cent 
Vatican 
Ecumenical 
Council has been breaking some 
of the barriers between Chris­ 
tian unity. 
The color cameras wandered 
around handsome old palaces 
and over serene pastoral scenes 
which were sites of stormy 
events long past, and lovingly 
scanned ancient portraits and 
crumbling documents. 
But it was not enough to real­ 
ly bring the story to life and the 
result was a slow, dragging 
hour. The narration appeared to 
be especially framed to avoid 
awkward phrases or misinter­ 
pretation. This very caution 
meant that some of the high 
drama and fierce conflict was 
glossed over. 
Perhaps the program would 
have gone down a bit easier 
during an earlier Sunday hour. 
But it was not right sandwiched 
between Frank McGee’ s news 
show and a Walt Disney tale of 
an escaped circus tiger.

How things 
have changed! 
Now 
you can 
hardly hire a teacher for $20 
a week and 90 per cent of all 
teachers are women and they 
are good ones, too. 
When I was a boy I was pret­ 
ty full of fun, and as one teach­ 
er said, devilment, because I 
was often the cause of the boys 
getting a whipping by making 
them laugh or talk during school 
time. I was often whipped for 
this but as it never hurt much I 
soon got over the whippings and 
went at it again. One teacher 
got tired of talking and whipping 
so one day he called me up and 
sent out for a long hazel switch. 
That 
tickled me for I knew 


he could not hurt with that, but 
I did not know what was in the 
teacher's mind, but soon found 
out when he made me stand in 
the middle of the floor and chew 
the end of the switch. I chewed 
off about a foot of the hazel and 
then Just quit. That was the 
worst punishment I ever had, 
except once.

ternal Revenue Code. As a re­ 
sult, the money received by the 
Committee as dues and con­ 
tributions from its members is 
not subject to federal income 
tax. If the Internal Revenue 
Service now challenges this ex­ 
emption, it will undoubtedly de­ 
mand that the Committee pay 
federal Income tax. Should this 
occur, it would virtually tax 
the -committee out of existence. 
We first learned that the In­ 
ternal 
Revenue Service was 
questioning the Committee’s tax 
exemption status in November 
1965 shortly after the proposed 
repeal of Section 14(b) of the 
Taft-Hartley Act was blocked 
in the Senate. At that time an 
Internal Revenue investigator 
came to our office and demanded 
access to our accounts and rec­ 
ords, including the minutes of 
the meetings of our Board of 
Directors and our executive 
committee. We made available 
to the investigator all the in­ 
formation he requested. Fol­ 
lowing this initial investigation 
we learned that Internal Reve­ 
nue Service Investigators were 
contacting firms which supply 
us with services, such as the 
firm which handles our printing, 
for the purpose of checking their 
records as to the a mounts billed 
to the National Right To Work 
Committee and the type of serv­ 
ice provided. 
About two weeks ago, concur­ 
re n t with the latest successful 
effort to block repeal of Sec­ 
tion 14(b), two Internal Revenue 
Service investigators appeared 
at our office to make a further 
examination of our accounts and 
records. In discussing the scope 
of the investigation with the in­ 
vestigators we learned that they 
were interested in determining 
whether any staff employee may 


have engaged in political ac­ 
tivities, it having been pointed 
out that exempt organizations 
may not engage in any political 
action on behalf of any candi­ 
date for public office. 
We 
pointed out, of course, that the 
National Right To Work Com­ 
mittee has scrupulously avoided 
any such activity, and that its 
functions have been devoted ex­ 
clusively to furthering the right 
to work principle. If any staff 
employees had engaged in po­ 
litical activity on their own as 
private citizens, we pointed out, 
such activity had no connection 
with or sanction of the Na­ 
tional Right To Work Commit­ 
tee. Notwithstanding these as­ 
surances the investigators pro­ 
ceeded to examine all of our 
expenditures, 
including those 
for travel, telephone, mailing 
and printing, in an effort to 
discover some expenditure re ­ 
lated to political activities. As 
a matter of curiosity we in­ 
quired 
of 
the 
investigator 
whether similar audits were be­ 
ing made of other exempt or­ 
ganizations such as the AFL- 
CIO and the Americans For 
Democratic Action, who are 
subject to the same statutory 
restrictions on political ac­ 
tivities, but received no direct 
response. 
We feel that it is more than 
a coincidence that this investi­ 
gation was undertaken concur­ 
rent with the National Right 
To Work Committee's 
suc­ 
cessful efforts to arouse pub­ 
lic opposition to the Adminis­ 
tration's recommendation to 
repeal Section 14(b). We are 
deeply concerned with the im­ 
plications of the possible use 
of Internal Revenue Service as 
an instrument to suppress op­ 
position to Administration pro­ 
grams 
and to 
harass and 
intimidate those who disagree 
with what the Administration 
aud the chiefs of organized la­ 
bor decide is best for 
the 
country. 
We deeply appreciate your in­ 
terest in this matter, and we 
will try to keep you informed 
of whatever further action may 
develop.
